cents a pound while fowl aie flying at

Celery and cranberries, important factots, 


in a Thanksgiving day meal are selhug 
.rapidly and in la;ge quantities, the former 
at 10 cents a bouquet and the iatler at 5 
cents a quart. 


The marketmsn state that the house- 


wives as a general rule buy their Thanks 
giving dinners a few days in advance, 
though, there are and alwajs will be people 
who do not buy until the evening befoie 
tho eleventh hour.

000,000, that the natural increase iu 
importation xiuder the McKmley bill, had 
not the hard times set in, would have 
amounted this year to from. $5,000,000 to 
$10,000,000. With the resumption of busi- 
ness this increase they think will be fully 
realizid, so materially 
reducing the 


amount to be raised by the internal rev- 
enue and from some new measure yet to 
be inaugurated. 


In the south generally the effect of the 


new tariff bill will not be felt so severely 
as elsewhere on account of the local char- 
acter of its great industries. In those lo- 
calities, however, its results will be felt to 
a very considerable extent. Bice, sugar, 
iron ore and coal are the principal articles 
in, which the southerners are interested 
and all have been subjected to vigorous 
treatment. 


There is a Za per cent cut in the duty on, 


cleaned rice and 20 per cent on the un- 
cleaued product. South Carolina, Florida 
and Louisiana are much interested in this 
matter, and the representatives of those 
states do not rehab, the reduction at all. 
They will pro bably make un eftorfc to re- 
store it.

It took tho better part oC 30 min- 
utes to reach fcho sunken schooner. The 
crow wore in hopes that some o£ the crew 
were still alivo and wore hanging to some 
of tho wreckage, but not a soul could be 
found.

RESTORATION 
OF THE QUEEN 


DECIDED UPON. 


People Will Then Express Their Pref- 


erence by Vote. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—A prominent 


member of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions, in speaking of the 1-J^vaiian mud 
ille, snid that be was beginning to get at 
the bottom o£ the pj-ogmm of the president 
and Secretary Gresham. 


"It it comes out as I now nuclerstanii it 


the president ami his secretary of state 
will ba amply justified in their course. 
The whole thing hinges on the instruc- 
tions 
to Minister "Willis and his sup 


plomentary Instructions 
forwarded 
to 


him since bis arrival at Honolulu. As I 
understand the plan, Minister "Willis was 
clotlied with power to open negotiations 
with Ithe provisioual government and the 
queen, imd her representative supporters, 
looking to H restoration of the status as it 
existed prior to the interference of Min- 
ister (Stevens, the landing of the marines, 
and hoisting of the United States flay ovei 
the goveinmenl buildings. 


"The reason assigned for this course is 


the belief on the part of n large number of 
people, which the president und his ad- 
ministration share, that the success of tho 
provisional government was due to the 
moral support in the first place, and sub- 
sequently to the active participation of 
the minister mid naval forces, thus over- 
att'iug the people. 


Iii-rt to Ujo People. 


"After the status quo ha& been restored, 


the president thinks that there should be 
a vote ' of the people as to whether the 
queen or the 
provisional government 


should prevail, As I now understand the 
plan, the poo'ple can then determine theii 
choice us to the form of goverumant which 
they desire. It, as it is alleged, the provi- 
sional government has a majority of the 
people with it, this fact will then be estab- 
lished 
If they prefer the old order of 


things and the restoration of the monar- 
chy, they will indicate it by a fair vote o£ 
the people. Coupled wilh this solution is 
an American protectorate in either case 


"It has been the belief of the president 


and Secretary Gresham and others in- 
formed dn the subject thac Minister "Will! 
will be able to bring about this solution of 
tho complications peacefully. 
The presi- 


dent feels that he can then move ahead, 
and attar eyury thins is settled not have it 
said thac the American protectorate was 
established as the result of intrigue or 
oonspwacy. 


Annexation Not Favored. 


"The president from the inception of 


the revolutionary movement in Hawaii 
and tho establishment of a provisional 
government has not favoied annexation. 
He is sustained in this view by every 
member of his cabinet and many Demo- 
cratic senators, and, he nlso claims, by 
a number of Republican senators who 
have talked with him on the subject. The 
.general trend of opinion, however, among 
theso senators of both parties was favor- 
able to a protectorate or supervisory 
jurisdiction of the United States over 
Hawaiian international and commercial 
relation^ 


"In domestic and municipal affairs the 


president holds and sny» he is sustained in 
a policy oi! non-interference except to pre- 
serve order and protect American citizens 
and their property. The president and 
secretary of state are convinced that this 
will prove the most equitable solution of 
the problem and will give the greatest 
satisfaction to American public senti- 
ment." 
Possible Complications. 


The senator added: "If President Dole 


and his advisers refuse to accede to such a 
piogram it might greatly complicate mat- 
ters. I hardly believe, however, that pub- 
lic sentiment in this country would ac- 
quiesce in an attempt ou the part of this 
government to forcibly overthrow the ex- 
isting state of things and restore the mon- 
archy. K, as I understand it, the presi- 
dent and secretary are able to carry out 
their plau nud not resort to arbitrary 
methods, tho sohuioii will bo much more 
satisfactory all around 


"The mass of the people of the United 


States' believe in autonomy just as among 
thoir own states, and the poople must say 
what form of governing authority they 
prefer, »ven if, as in the case of Hawaii, it 
should mean the restoration of a monarchi- 
cal form, which would bo distasteful to 
American public opinion."

A NEWPORT VESSEL AVRECKED 


AT BA.YPORT, N, Y. 


The Crew Cling to the. Bigging in 


Deadly Peril. 


L.TSK, Mass., NOT. iiD.—A two-masted 


schooner in the neighborhood of 200 tons 
now- reposes beneath tho angry waves of 
Ihe treacherous se.i a quarter of n mile 
northeast of Egg Rock, and presumably 
with nil hands on board. 
Shortly after 10 


o'clock yesterday forenoon tho fishermen 
along King's bench, in Swampscott, saw a, 
strango nchaouer gassing, apparently on 
her way to Boston. 
She was on the in- 


ward course, with her mainsail double- 
reefed and jib set. 
There was a heavy sea 


on. . It was close on to 10:30, vrhen sud- 
denly the schooner was seen to settle, and 
In less than threo minutes sho hnd en- 
tirely disappeared from sieht. 


Many times - before the 
fishermen 
of 


Swaropscott have been called upon to go 
to the rescue of -vessels in distress, nnd in 
lesj than 15 minutes the humane lite-sav- 
ing boat had been manned' by a dauntless 
crew. It tooX the better pnrt of 30 min- 
utes to reach the sunken schooner, The 
crew were in hopes thHt some of the crew 
were still a] ivo and were hanging to some 
of the wreckage, but not a soul could be 
found. 


Close to the sunken schooner were two 


boats, one "about 17 feet long so badly 
damaged that she TTMS unsefuvortky, and 
the other was a 10-foot punt upturned. A 
gray spotted coat and dip hat were picked 
ufynnd undoubtedly were the wearing 
apparel of one of the, sailors. 


The crew of tho lifeboat stayed by tho 


wreck an hour and overhauled every pieco 
of wreckage there was to be found in that 
vicinity, but all they got was o paper 
water bucket. No name was attached to 
any of these articles and so no clue was 
obtained to.tvhere thu boat camo from or 
the name of it. '

' tell Pedribk while they were standing on 


King's bench. Their "story is that the ves- 
sel was going before a southwest breeze, 
and to them it looked as though the boat 
was having a hard time. They finally lost 
eight ot her, and they know in nn instant 
that she had gone down. They attempted 
to get out a lifeboat, but were unsuccess- 
ful. They went to Ihe further beach and 
notified Captain Jones, who got the crew 
together. 


The fishermen on King's beach say thut 


the vessel had varied from her original 
course nnd had fouled Dread ledge, a 
half sunken rock near Eg£ rock, over 
which the waves dashed, throwing up the 
spray for 20 feet. Shs slid away and made 
for Egg rock. When she had gone half 
the distance the .vessel went down. 


Fonr men were seen leaving the boat In 


the small pnnt, but they got caught in the 
whirlpool of the sinking schooner and 
were drawn drawn to a watury grave.

evidently ~ been 


smashed against tho side of the schooner 
before any others of the crew had a chance 
to leave the lost schooner. 


The last important wreckiu this vicinity 


took place about 14 years ago,nenr Marble- 
head. At that time all on board perished, 
and it was four months later that the last 
hody came ashore. 


There was a report in this city that the 


schooner was bound' for this port with a 
cargo of stones for.'Blethen & Curry, but 
the firm say that they are not expecting a

uiesce in an attempt on the purt of this

PEW HOLDERS' RIGHTS, 


THEY ARE DETERMINED BY A 


SUPBEME BENCH DECISION. 


Catholic I'ai'lslies Are liriclev the Same 


I/aw as Other Denominations—Decision 
Will Bo of Interest to Members oJE St. 
1'eter'a Pailsli. 


The full bench of the Supreme court has 


given a decision establishing the rights o£ 
pewholders iu "Roman Catholic churches. 


The decision is given iu case of John 


Aylwardvs. Kev. John O'Brien, which 
was an action oi tort to recover damages 
for the alleged destruction of two pews in 
the church of St. John in East Cambridge. 


The Superior court at the trial ordered a 


verdict for the defendant, but that ruling 
is held to have been wrong, and the case is 
to stand for trial. The opinion of the full 
court, which is written by Justice Allen, is 
as follows: 


"Under the llth amendment of the con- 


stitution, adopted m J.883, the Boman 
Catholic denomination stands on the same 
footing before the law as other religious 
sects and denominations, and in the pres- 
ent case, there being no statutes having a 
special application, the rights of the parties 
depend on general principles of law ap- 
plied in Massachusetts, and on the usages 
which have prevailed here. Not much 
light is to be got from decisions as to the 
rights of pew-holders in England and else- 
whore, where different laws, usages and- 
systems of religious administration have 
been established. 


"There is nothing in the facts of the case 


to show that in 1843 or 1852 the title to 
pews in Catholic churches^ when conveyed 
to individuals, was held'-by thorn in any 
different way, or that it conferred any dif- 
ferent rights upon the pew owners tuan in 
the churches of other religious denomina- 
tions. The various pieces of testimony in- 
troduced to show the methods and visages 
of that 
denomination do not seem to 


touch the question ot the rights of a pew- 
holder who has a title to his yew. 


"The decrees of the council held in 1868 


go to show that many of the ordinary cor- 
porate powers of proprietors of meeting 
houses are vested in certain ecclesiastical 
officers, but they do not reach the question 
what right a pewholder acquires by viitue 
of his ownership of a pew. In respect to 
thfse rights the plaintiff as pewholder 
stood in the same position as a pewholder 
in a church oi' any denomination, or under 
the general rules or principles of law. 


"The parish or the proprietors are the 


owners of the soil and they may determine 
all matters relative to the structure to be 
maintained thereon. 
Nevertheless, 
the 


right of the pewholder is hold to be of such 
a nature that he is entitled to an indemni- 
ty if the parish or the proprietors exercise 
their right to take down the church when 
it is in such a condition that its demolition 
is 
not 
actually 
necessary. 
' If 
it 


has become necessary to lake down a 
meeting house has become so old and ruin- 
ous that its further use is nob practicable, 
the parish or proprietors need not make 
payment to a pewholder for the removal of 
his pew. 


"But if a meeting house is taken down 


or the pews aro removed, merely as a mat- 
ter o£ expediency, the pewholders are en- 


titled to payment. 
This rule has been so 


often stated and maintained that it must 
be taken to be the settled law of this com- 
monwealth, however the law must be else- 
where. 


"The archbishop has no greater rights in 


respect to the demolition of the plaintiff's' 
pews than an organized religious corpora- 
tion of any other denomination would have 
had by reason of its owneiship of the 
clnirch.^ The right of the paw owner is 
not subject to the absolute power of such a 
corporation to destroy the pew; and it 
could not properly bo ruled as matter of 
law thai, the plaintiff's rights were wholly 
gone. 
Cinder the terms of the report in 


the opinion of a majority of the court the 
verdict must be set aside and the ease stand 
for trial."

Catliolio l'ru-lsU<;» Are BTifldr the Same 


Law as Other Denominations—Decision 
Will Bo oC Interuab to Members of St. 
Peter's Parish, 


The full bench oj the Supreme court has 


given a decision establishing the rights o£ 
pewhoiders in Roman Catholic .chtu'ches. 


The decision is given, iii case of John 


Aylward vs. liev. John. O'Brien, which 
was an action of tort to recover damages 
for tlie alleged destruction of two pews .in 
the church oE St. John in East' Cambridge. 


The Superior court at the trial ordered a 


verdict for the defendant, but that, ruling 
is held to have been wrong, and the case is 
to stand for trial. 
The opinion of Ihe frill 


court, which is written by Justice Allen, is 
as follows: 
' 


"Under the llth amendment of the con- 


stitution, adopted in 1833, the Roman 
Catholic denomination stands on the same 
footing before the law as other religious 
sects and denominations,- and ID. the pres- 
ent case, there'belng no statutes having a 
special application, the rights of the parties 
depend on general principles oE law ap- 
plied in Massachusetts, and on the usages 
which have prevailed here. Not much 
light is to he got from decisions as to the 
rights of pew-holders in England and else- 
where, where different laws, usages and 
systems of religious administration have 
been established. 


"There is nobbing in thefftcts of the case 


to show that in 1843 or 1852 the title to 
pews in Catholic churches,7, when conveyed 
to individuals, was held'-.by thorn in any 
different way, or that it conferred any dif- 
ferent rights upon the pew owners than in 
tlie churches of other religious denomina- 
tions. The various pieces oC testimony in- 
troduced to show the methods and usages 
of that 
denomination do not seem to 


touch the question, of the rights o£ a pew- 
holder who has a title to his pew. 


"The decrees of the council held in 1S68 


go to show that many of the ordinary cor- 
porate powers of proprietors of meeting 
houses are vested in certain ecclesiastical 
officers, but they do not reach, the .question 
what right a pewholder acquires by virtue 
oE his ownership of a pew. In respect to 
thi-E.i. rights the 
plaintiff as pewholder 


stood in the same position as a pewholder 
in a church of any denomination, or under 
the general rules or principles of law. 


"The parish or the proprietors are the 


owners of the soil and they may determine 
all matters relative to the structure ' to be 
maintained thereon. 
Nevertheless, the 


right of the pewholder .is held to be of such 
a nature that he is entitled to an indemni- 
ty if the parish or the proprietors exercise 
their right to take down-the church when 
it is in such a condition that its demolition 
is 
not 
actually 
necessary. 
" If 
it 


has become necessary to take down a 
meeting house has become,so old and ruin- 
ous that its further use is not practicable, 
the parish or proprietors need not make 
payment to a pewholder for the removal of 
his pew. 


"But if a meeting house is taken down 


or the pews are removed, merely as a mat- 
ter of expediency, the pewhoiders ara en- 


titled to payment. This .. rule has been so 
often stated and maintained that it must 
be taken to be the settled law of this com- 
monwealth, however the law must be else- 
where. 
. 
. 
. 
. 


"The arcb.bis'horj has no greater rights in 


respect to the'demolition, of the plaintiff's 
pews than an organized religious corpora- 
tion of any other denomination would have 
had by reason of its ownership of the 
church. The right of the p«w owner is 
not subject to the absolute power of such a 
corporation to destroy the pew;-and it 
could not properly bo ruled as matter of 
law that the plaintiffs rights were wholly 
gone.- -TJnder the terms of the report in 
the opinion of a majority of the court the 
-verdict must he set aside and the case stand 
for trial."

Of course, the bird itself, 
with inelegantly styled "stuffing" is the 
principal essential, with numerous side 
dishes and vegetables, and deserts as ac- 
companiments. 


The people, that is to say those in poorer 


circumstances, will undoubtedly observe 
Thanksgiving day moie genuinely this 
year, from the knowledge of the fact that 
business has begun to resume the "even 
tonor of it way" after a most disastrous 
depression; and yet many o£ thorn will be 
obliged from scarcity of funds, due to this 
depression, to deny themselves of many 
little luxuries heretofore indispensible on 
Thanksgiving day. 


The markets are looking very inviting 


just at present, and poultry of all kinds, 
sliapes, sizes, varieties and probably ages, 
adorn the window fronts, walls and shelves 
of tho stores, while one enterprising dealer 
on Merdrnack stieet has strung up a dozen 
or more of his choiciest birds oil a trolley 
pole in fiont ol'his door; whether or not 
he will use the guard wires is not known.

10 cents a bouquet and the latter at 5 
cents a quart. 
The iTxavkettn'en state that tho house- 


wives as a general rule buy their Thanks- 
giving dinners a few clays in advance, 
though there are and always will be people 
who do not buy until the evening before 
the eleventh hour.

taxation, of the state legislature, was held 
in one of the parlors at the MelTimaek 
bouse at 11 o'clock today. 


The small attendance indicated that not 


much interest was taken in the ma'ct]er by 
Lowell people.

receiving suggestions leiative to taxation 
masters in general.

Another improvement that he suggested is 
to have an itemized tax bill. That is in case 
u mau has several pieces of taxable proper- 
ty, then let the assessors itemize the bill. 
Another matter that could be considered 
is in relation to pioperty encumbered by 
the city of Lowell. I had property of that 
kind, and one year the assessors recognized 
the claim of the city and taxed me aceoicl- 
iugly. 
The following year, another asses- 


sor came along and refused to recognize 
the claim and my tax bill was doubled. 


Assessor Abel Wheeler suggested that it 


would benefit the city ot Lowell i£ the time 
of assessing property were charged from 
May 1 to April 1. 


Assessor Pratt 
endorsed what 
Mr. 


Wheeler had-said in reference to the charge 
of time of assessing. As the law is now, 
regarding the time of assessing and the is- 
suance of tax bills, we can scarcely find 
time in which to do the work. Wo have 
considerable personal propeity in this city, 
something like $48,000,000 and $50,000,000 
worth of real estate. Business men > take 
stock previous to May 1 and it often hap- 
pens thac they come and claim an abate- 
ment, saying that when they took stock, 
they found their goods worth so much and 
since then they have disposed of a great 
deal of their stock. 


The time of rating should be as near as 


possible to 'the the time of stock taking. 
The law regarding the taxation of polls 
might be modified. 
He could not see 


much benefit to be derived from requiring 
persons under 21 years of, age to pay a poll 
tax for the simple reason thdfc very few 
persons less than 21 years of age do pay 
such a tax, although the law requires it. 
Another objection is that the levying of 
taxes on such persons is an incentive to 
falsifying. 
Mr. Pratt regarded the &2 poll 


tax as a hardship to some and therefore he 
would have a graduated capitation tax. He 
does not believe in the single tax idea and 
thoueht that the law as it now is, is fairly 
just as to getting at taxable property. 


The chairman of the committee asked 
Mr. Pratt, "if he did not believe that a 
graduator would have the effect of estab- 
lishing classes among the people?" 


Mr. Pratt answered 
"we heard that 


question raised each year. One man is 
boomed for office because he is a "heavy 
taxpayer1' without legard to Intelligence. 
In reply to the question "If he had any- 
thing to suggest in regard to the assessins 
of property now exempted?" 
Mr. Pratt 
said "I suppose you refer to municipal 
bonds. Well bonds of municipalities eater 
so little into the taxes of Lowell that it 
would not make much difference to us. He 
thought if taxes were removed from the 
bonds of the city of Lowell, it might bene- 
fit the sale of such bonds. At least it 
would be no loss to the city if the bonds 
were exempted. 


In speaking of compelling property hold- 


ers to bring in a list of their property to 
the assessors, under penalty of a fine, Mr. 
Pratt said he thought many property hold- 
eis would run chances and bring in no list. 


There weie no other persons who desired 


to be heard, and so the hearing closed.

Business men • take 
stock previous to May 1 and it often hap- 
pens that they con,e and claim an abate- 
uenb, saying time when they took stock, 
they found their goods worth so much and 
since then they have disposed of a great 
deal of their stock. '

The time of rating should he as near as 


possible to the dhe time of stock taking. 
The lnw regarding the taxation of polls 
might be modified.

At least it 
would be no loss to the city if the bonds 
were exempted. 


In speaking of compelling property hold- 


ers to bring in a list of their property to 
the assessors, under penalty of a fine, Mr. 
Pratt said he thought many property hold- 
eis would run chances and bring in :no list.
